ently his final o ne, wo uld hav e 
been anno unced so quickly . 
The stro ke w as sudden. Indian 
A m bassado r K. P. S. Meno n saw 
the So v iet leader o nly a few day s 


ag o and repo rted him in appar­ 
ent g o o d health. 
So v iet autho rities held up the 
anno uncem ent o f his illness o nly 
two day s. Fo r m o st So v iet lead­ 
ers, such a g rav e illness is usu­ 
ally anno unced in the o bituary . 
M ay be the wo uld-be heirs were 
unable to ho ld the news up lo ng 
and feed such a pro fo und sho ck 
to the So v iet public in sm all do s­ 
es. While o ne factio n m ay be pre­ 
em inent at the present tim e, the 
chances are it is far fro m secure 
in its pre-em inence. 
As at the tim e o f Lenin’s death,

Low-cost production of hogs is 
not the complete answer to profit­ 
able hog-raising, as many farm ers 
are finding out. 
The pro fit co mes fro m gearing 
pro ductio n to the market, hitting 
the market at the right time with 
the right kind o f ho gs. 
Since hog prices are affected by 
many changing conditions, it pays 
to learn the trends and put hog- 
raising on a time schedule. 
Here are three ways of planning 
hog production for good profit: 
1. Breed the sows to farrow pigs 
in February and aim for the August 
or September rise in prices. This 
system requires much hard work 
and expensive equipment, since it’s 
necessary to get fast gains and sell 
on a good m arket, but it results in 
the highest selling price per hog.

Pries usually hit a

Equipm ent costs and labor in this 
plan are low, because sows often 
can farrow on 
pasture. 
And 
the 
pigs can be turned into the corn­ 
field after weaning, which cuts la­ 
bor even more. 
In fact, this plan practically eli­ 
minates 
labor; 
the pigs almost 
raise themselves. The sows should 
be ready to sell in December, a 
poor market, but the low invest­ 
ment and lowr labor cost make it 
possible to show godo profit.

U.S. Business 


New Uncertainties 
Seen Possible Should 
Red Command Change 


By SAH DAWSON 


NEW YORK (ff — Stalin’s death 
could affect this country’s business 
outlook sharply. 
A change of administration in 
Russia — on the heels of a change 
of administration in this one — un­ 
questionably Mould add to the un­ 
certainty noM' troubling business­ 
men in their plans for the next 
year or so. 
The new look in world affairs 
comes just when the American 
economy is in a state of uneasy 
balance, with many thinking the 
peak of the boom may have been 
reached. 
Much will depend upon the psy- 
chologiial effect upon the public. 
If the public decides that the 
removal of Stalin's hand from the 
rule of Red Russia might offer 
prospects for long-hoped-for world 
peace, the reaction on commodity 
and “ war - baby'* stock prices 
could be the same as followed ev­ 
ery truce rumor in Korea. 
With the economy as closely bal­ 
anced as it is noM*, the psychologi­ 
cal effect might carry h e a v y 
weight on the down side. 
If the public decides that a new' 
regime in Russia might be more 
warlike than Stalin’s, another war 
scare might run through the mar­ 
ket places — even though the pub-*- 
lie has now learned that this coun­ 
try’s industry can produce at a 
rate to satisfy almost all present 
military and civilian demands. 
Nervousness growing out of the 
news from Moscow could change 
the aspect of many problems af­ 
fecting business and the consumer 
and taxpayer that are now being 
debated in congress and wherever 
businessmen convene.

about what Mill happen to it when 
the defense spending loses its up- 
ward thrust on the economy.

O f '1800-And-Froxc 
To-Deofh' Summer 


NEW YORK Ut.—Are y ou discon­ 
tented with the weather this win­ 
ter? 
If so, consider the 
y ear 
1816, 
otherwise know n 
as 
“ 1800 - and- 
froze-to-death.” It was a strange 
y ea r and still has weather ex perts 
nodding their heads. 
For instance— 
On J une 17 a Vermont farmer 
went into the hill to inspect his 
flock of sheep. The 
temperature 
that morning was below freezing. 
As the farmer left the barny ard, 
he said to his wife, “ better start 
the neighbors out after me soon, I 
ma y get lost in the snow.” 
The farmei was kidding, but the 
weather wa sn’t. An hour later a 
terrific blizzard struck. There was 
IO inches of snow- on the level. The 
polar wind drifted 
it 
above 
the 
fence tops. 
On the third day , the neighbors 
did find the farmer. He was cover­ 
ed with snow in a hollow. He was 
still alive, but both feet were froz­ 
en. Most of the sheep were dead. 
Ohio’s rivers and lakes were cov­ 
ered with one half inch of ice in 
May . Tree buds were killed. Corn 
was planted again and again. Each 
time the cold north wind blasted 
and withered it. 
Fa rmers worked in their over­ 
coats. The women knitted every one 
mittens. They planted corn right 
through J une. The sprouts turned 
black. Finally it was too late to 
grow a crop. The farmers gave up. 
Only one man had a corn crop 
that y ear, an old diary claims. He 
built fires in his 
cornpatch, 
fed 
them fuel all night long. There was 
ice one inch thick on J uly I. 
Despite the cold, ftie sturdy peo­ 
ple held J uly 4 celebrations. But 
ma ny people, starting for the cele­ 
brations, were turned back by a 
hea vy snowstorm. On J uly 5 there 
wa s ice of window pane thickness. 
Hea vy frosts continued. All green 
things died, including the trees. 
August was the worst month of 
all. Her dog day s were for St. Ber­ 
nards only , 
as 
ice 
one-half-inch 
thick covered all water. There was 
little ram, and the sun was feeble 
A hailstorm struck Cincinnati Aug. 
2^ with some of the frigid dornicks 
12 inches in circumference. 
Why did it happen? 
“ No one knows,” said a Weather 
Bureau spokesman. 
“ The 
storm 
centers were farther 
south 
that 
y ear, so there was more wind from 
the north.” But why were the storm 
centers farther south? Some say 
perhaps because the polar ice cap 
was larger. But why was the polar 
ice cap larger that y ear? 
Europe, as well as America, suf­ 
fered. England had snow on Aug. 
30. There was no food grown that 
y ear. Some called it the “ Poverty 
Year.” Others, forced to eat fish 
and wild game, recalled it as the 
“ Mackerel Year.” 
In backwoods Ohio, the price of 
geed wheat soared to $5 per bushel. Co rho rd* 
One man wrote: 
“ The sun’s ray s seemed to br 
destitute of heat through the sum­ 
mer (Editor’s note: 
What 
sum­ 
m er? ); all nature seemed to he 
clad in sable hue and men felt 
a nx iety about the future of this 
life.”

Ohio School 
Athletic Unit 
Target Of Bill 
COLUMBUS. O. 14*— Rep, Harry 
Corkwell (R-Putnam) said he will 
introduce a bill in the Ohio House 
today to strip the Ohio High School 
Athletic Association of much of its 
police powers. 
Corkwell said his bill would re­ 
turn to local school boards author­ 
ity lo impose penalties for use of 
ineligible students in athletic com­ 
petition. 
But it would leave with the state 
association 
the power to forfeit 
ga mes or events in which ineligi­ 
ble play ers participated. 
For a second violation during the 
j sa me school term, a school could 
be placed on 
probation 
in 
that 
sport. School officials found respon­ 
sible for the violations could be 
suspended by school boards for a 
max imum of 30 day s without pay . 
Corkwell said his measure did 
not include provisions for court in- 
j j iCtions against such penalties. 
Sen. Delbert Latta (R-Hancock)j 
previously 
planned 
to 
offer

similar bill in the Senate, but Cork-! 
well said Latta decided against j 
it. 
Corkwell said a controversy at 
Findlay High School a y ear ago 
disclosed a need for his bill. The 
school used a 12-y ear-old junior

team. The state association ruled 
the student ineligible. Findlay won 
an appeal to the courts, but an ap­ 
pellate court later ruled that courts 
lacked jurisdiction in the case.

^p eech in the way it combined two 
‘contrasting views of the word: the 
internationalism 
of 
Lenin, 
who 
once said “ I sp it on Russia,” and 
the nationalism of Stalin, who is 
basically a Russia-firster. 
In that first p aragrap h he en­ 
couraged Communist p arties ev­ 
ery where, which is what Lenin 
would have wanted. It was in the 
second p aragrap h that Stalin’s na­ 
tionalism, and his realism, p eep ed 
#;rough. 
For it was in the second p ara­ 
grap h that hr told his followers 
in effect; “ We’d better surround 
ourselves with Communist coun­ 
tries for self p rotection against the 
anti-Communist ones.” 
Until 
Hitler 
forced

into 
World War II Stalin acted like an 
old conservative, in a socialist kind 
of way : He concentrated on build­ 
ing up Russia and, although en­ 
couraging Communist p arties else­ 
where, tried no military adven­ 
tures in quest of new real estate.

those

have struck back, destroy ing both 
him and Russian communism at 
the same time.

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Child 
and 
Problems 
Solutions 


By GARRY CLEVELAND M Y IRS. PhD 


All el.sc being equal, that child 
co operates best with, and learns 
best from, the parent, teacher or 
any person whom this child gen­ 
uinely esteems. 
A mother writes: “ My 
c h i l d 
seems to dislike some of his teach­ 
ers. He takes his dislikes out on his 
lessons. He just doesn’t do as well 
in a subject if he doesn't like his 
teacher.” 
My reply, in part: What you say 
could be said by thousands of pa r­ 
ents. Some children do dislike cer­ 
tain teachers and occasionally it is 
the teacher’s fault. More 
o f t e n 
^ there arc other reasons, sometimes 
in the child himself, sometimes in 
his parents, frequently in both. And 
it isn’t easy for parents to put the 
finger on these reasons and cor­ 
rect them. 
Since your child dislikes more 
than one teacher, it’s a fair guess 
that the teachers are not to blame. 
Ev en if you feel sure they are, you 
can’t hope to change them by tell­ 
ing them so or saying so to your 
child. Neither do you hire or fire 
the teachers. 
J*. 


JUST BE practical. You want to 
get the best possible results. You 
need, moreov er, to realize that your 
child later on in life may work for 
or with persons he won't like. If he 
lets his dislikes for them grow and 
continue, he won’t be happy and 
won’t grow .on his job. 
Your first problem is to h el p 
f your child accept his teachers as 
they are, try to find out what they 
expect of him and do his best to 
measure up to such expectation. 
Perhaps 
the 
worst 
temptation 
parents hav e is to encourage the 
child to complain more and more 
about the teacher he doesn’t like, 
and to feel more and more 
sure 
this teacher isn't likable. 


IF, FOR example, when your 
v v * child reports to you what seems to 
you to hav e been unwise or unfair 
treatm ent of this child, you right 
then and there say, “ That was ter­ 
rible treatm ent,” or words to this 
effect, he then will feel sure it was 
far worse than he at first thought 
it was. Then be is more ready to 


report similar m atters which 
his 
own imagination has magnified. 
Should you discuss a few of such 


instances with the other parents, 
especially in your child’s presence, 
and later with some relativ es or 
guests, see what 
a 
conflagration 
you hav e kindled. 
Besides, you can do no end of 
harm to him by thus causing him 
to indulge in chronic self-pity, not 
only while in school but for the 
rest of his life. 
Tf your child complains about 
a teacher, listen patiently but ex­ 
press no opinion. 
If you think it v ery, v ery serious, 
wait a day or so till you hav e ac­ 
quired great self-control and go see 
the teacher. Usually, you 
w i l l 
choose to do nothing, say nothing, 
but try to find good traits and ways 
in the teacher to compliment be 
fore the child. 
You will help the child see that 
the teacher has many trials 
and 
problems and, like yourself, some­ 
times grow’s irritable and unrea­ 
sonable. 
Then, of course, there are scores 
of home situations in which this 
child might lag in effort. See that 
he can't run away from jobs he 
dislikes at home.

Expert Believes Moscow Playing Stalin Story Straight

of Stalin'* Illness, and this In It­ 
self Indicates there Is division 
and uncertainty among the rul­ 
ers of the Soviet I'nion. 
lf there were perfect concord 
among the powers of the Krem 
Un. that is. lf there were some­ 
one at the top whose authority 
was unquestioned, it seems un 
likely that Stalin'* illness, appar­ 
ently his final one, would have 
been announced so quickly. 
The stroke was sudden. Indian 
Ambassador K. P. S. Menon saw 
the Soviet leader only a few days 


ago and reported him tn appar­ 
ent good health. 
Soviet authorities held up the 
announcement of his illness only 
two days. For most Soviet loaf­ 
ers, such a grave illness is usa 
ally announced in the obituary. 
Maybe the would-be heirs were 
unable to hold the news up long 
and feed such a profound shock 
to the Soviet public in small dos­ 
es. While one faction may be pre­ 
eminent at the present time, the 
chances are It Is far from secure 
in its pre eminence. 
As at the time of Lenin's death. 


there Is every chance for a strug­

though he has appeared to have

Supreme Court 
OKs Telephone 
f irm's Boost 
COLUMBUS iJu-The Ohio Sup­ 
reme Court Wednesday upheld the 
interim rate increase granted the 
Ohio Consolidated Telephone Co. in 
Cambridge and 38 other communi­ 
ties. 
The commission had authorized 
an increase of 11.43 per cent which 
would give the company a 2.52 per 
cent rate of return. Cambridge ap­ 
p e a le d the commission order on 
*the grounds the increase was ex­ 
cessive. 
The court declaring the commis­ 
sion did not abuse its discretion 
in the Case, said; 
“ Inadequate revenue to the com­ 
pany and inability of the commis­

Some experts thought that Pre­

nouncement of his illness, might 
paralyze Soviet operations, for a 
time and to a degree. 
The official attitude was to as­

Soviet 
policies 
would

along substantially unchanged and 
that the U. S. must expect to fight 
the hot war in the Far East and 
the cold war elsewhere for an in­ 
definite period. 
There was speculation here that 
with his disappearance from the 
role of active leader any other per­ 
son would for a long time find it 
impossible to exercise the same at­ 
tractions for Stalin's followers. 
To the extent that this is true, it 
would be as true both inside and 
outside Russia, lf in the long run 
the Soviet structure is to be weak­ 
ened by Stalin's death, posing a 
serious challenge to his successor, 
it could be weakened internally as 
well as in relations with other Com­ 
munist states like China and those 
in Eastern Europe. 
In the extremes of speculation it 
appeared possible that the chances 
of World War III might be increas­ 
ed if Stalin’s successor proved to 
be a more reckless man.

J. ENLISTED m embers of

Army National Guard, including

National 
Guardsm en, including men subject 
to early induction, may volunteer 
for 24 months active military serv­ 
ice and retain their National Guard 
rank and seniority.

THE PRESIDENTS conference with 
governors and congressional leaders on 
federal-state relationships opens a field 
with overgrown possibilities for remedial 
action. Over the years there has developed 
what the White House describes as a 
‘'hodgepodge’* of waste and duplication be­ 
tween the states and Washington. 
This is most strikingly evident in t h e 
sphere of taxation. It is equally prevalent 
In the whole area of services and the sub­ 
ordinate byways of joint federal-state fi­ 
nancing and grants-in-aid. 
It is to the new administration’s credit 
that the entire difficult subject is placed un­ 
der examination so soon. Senator Taft, an 
enthusiastic supporter of this move, says 
the first task of the commission soon to be 
named to study the subject will be to de­ 
vise a sound philosophy of action denoting 
proper shares of interest for federal and 
state governments. 
One possibility cited, for example, is for 
the states to bow out of the income tax field 
In return for Washington’s abdication of 
the right to excise taxes. 
Among the basic difficulties of the pres­ 
ent haphazard system is the gross inequal­ 
ity of tax burdens borne by residents of the 
different states. The whole question is 
mired in a deluge of overlapping laws and 
tax imposts. 


MAN, THE IM PERFECT 
THERE COMES WORD of the invention 
by an American of an Air Force camera 
so nearly perfect for night photography 
that from 30,000 feet altitude it will reveal j 
men on the ground and the defensive posi­ 
tions which they arc using. 
Offhand, the layman might conclude that 
such a gadget will mean the total exposure 
of a field army; there might be a tem pta­ 
tion to list it among those new develop­ 
ments which have made war so terrible as 
to make it “ impossible.” 
But think back two years. In North Ko­ 
rea, Air Force planes flying in broad day­ 
light at 5,000 feet took pictures showing 
entrenchments “along the ridgetops in the 
Tokchon-Huichon area. The continuing re­ 
connaissance also revealed men on the 
ground. 
Even so, the concentration of 100,000 Chi­ 
nese in that area was missed altogether. 
All of the signs were there, but none was 
read correctly. Therein is the besetting dif­ 
ficulty with the oft-heralded “ perfect m a­ 
chine." It is still limited by the not-so-per- 
fect skil of man, its creator. 


I sat myself down to watch the McCarthy 
Committee hearings on the attempted abo­ 
lition of the Hebrew Desk of the Voice of 
America. I wanted to see it on television 
which NBC was showing nationally over 
its network at 2 p. rn. on Saturday after­ 
noon. I could have gone to the hearings, bu| 
I wanted to see it as the people over the 
country w ert getting the story. 
Instead, I got an a n c ie n t vintage film, 
“The Wife of the Count of Monte Cristo," 
an enterprise unworthy of my time or any­ 
one else’*. Apparently an hour of an im­ 
portant historic session, involving national 
policy, was taken off TV because it was 
someone’s idea that this cid piece of cellu­ 
loid needed to be produced on television to 
accompany a male demonstrating how* to 
do embroiders*. Then th e y showed a trav­ 
elogue, “Winter in New York State,” to fill 
in the time. 
And while this was going on, television 
in other parts of the country was showing I 
Dr. Sidney Glazer, a scholar in many j 
tongues and an authority on pro-American ! 
propaganda, telling how just at the mo­ 
ment when it would do Stalin the m o s t 
harm and the United States the most good, j 
the Hebrew Desk was ordered abolished to 
save something like $15,000. And this econ­ 
omy was in an agency that had thrown $31 i 
million down a rathole. 
When will television grow up? 
I telephoned to the local station and the 
answerer was wearied by protests. Even 
before the question was asked, he shouted 
"3 p. rn,"—meaning that if I w a i t e d 
through an hour of this drivel and embroid­ 
ery, I might see something important, j 
Many do not wait; they know that it will 
be in the newspapers. 
Television has descended to such stupid-1 
ity in its daytime programs that I f i n d 
that even my children have turned from it. 
There are the same horsemen r i d i n g 
through the same country shooting each 
other and catching the same villains until 
they can tell in advance all that is going to 
happen. With the realism of the young, | 
they announce that it stinks, which I am 
sure is descriptive. 
On this particular afternoon, I knew that * 
the hearing w*as to be of the utmost imper-; 
tance. Just at the moment that Stalin start­ 
ed his attacks on the Jews, the Voice of 
America decided to abolish its Hebrew 
Desk. In other words, the Voice was taking 
its instructions as though directly from 
Stalin. I knew that the witnesses were not 
disgruntled or dismissed employes, but 
that they had been instructed by the State 
Department to testify. 
The public did not know these details, 
but the word had got out, in the city with 
the largest Jewish population in the world, 
New York, that the hearing would be in­ 
teresting. It was timed for 2 p. rn. The lis­ 
tening audience could have been enormous. 
But not on television in New York. The 
NBC-TV would show the “The Wife of 
Monte Cristo," a dull, vapid, meaningless 
m ass of time-consuming emptiness t h a t 
neither informed, amused or elevated.

Surgery Not Always Possible 
In Some Types Of Brain Tumor 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D. 
PEOPLE som etim es w onder 
why certain brain tum ors can be 
operated on and removed while 
others cannot. 
Some types of brain tum or are 
so severe th at operation Is alm ost 
im possible, because th e tu m o r 
would regrow In a few weeks. 
However, some tum ors do not 
grow so fast and in m any cases 
they can be removed successfully. 
This is true even when a large 
part of the brain Is dam aged. 
Intricate Mechanism 
The brain Is the most Intricate 
of all the m echanism s th a t con­ 
trol the body. The brain and 
nerves control nearly all our ac­ 
tivities and thoughts. Thus, a 
tum or pressing on vital centers In 
the brain can cause irreparable 
damage to the body. 
Severe dam age to the brain can 
also come from hem orrhage and 
injury, such as a brain concussion 
or skull fracture. Yet some In­ 
juries go unnoticed for m any 
years. Persons have been known 
to walk away from an accident 
even when bits of the skull w ert 
depressed and cutting Into the 
brain tissue. 
The reason for this Is th a t there 
are two sides to the brain just as 
there are right and left hands 
and legs. 
Opposite Dom inant 


usually dom inant and controls 
the activities of the body. T hat 
Is. all the Im portant controls are 
on the left side. 
lf the brain is injured on the 
left side, the normal thought 
processes can be Interrupted. 
The right side of the brain Is 
dom inant In most left-handed 
people. 
Brain surgeons use these facta 
as a guide In treating severe 
brain infections or tumors. A su r­ 
geon today ran remove alm ost a 
whole side of the brain, lf it is not 
the dom inant side, and in this 
way relieve serious brain growths 
and in juries. 


The brain has right and left 
hem ispheres, or sections In right­ 
handed persons, the left side of 
the brain or left hem isphere is 


QUESTION' AND ANSWER 
J. T.: I have a severe case of 
pyorrhea. W hat causes It, and 
what would you advise? 
Answer: The exact cause of 
pyorrhea may be either local or 
an expression of a systemic dis­ 
ease: th a t Is, some other disease 
in the body which may cause 
pyorrhea. However, most pyor­ 
rhea is originally caused by some 
local irritation, such as tarta r 
which accum ulates around and 
between the teeth, overhanging 
edges of fillings, uncleanliness of 
the teeth and m outh, lark of suf­ 
ficient exercise to the teeth and 
excessive stress on the few teeth 
which Injures them . 
The best treatm en t for this dis­ 
ease consists of the removal of all 
deposits from the neck of the 
teeth and using a good tooth­ 
brush several tune# a day.

For it was in the second para­ 
graph that he told his followers 
in effect; "We’d better surround 
ourselves with Communist coun 
tries for self protection against the 
anticom m unist ones."

World War ll Stalin acted like an 
old conservative, in a socialist kind 
of way: He concentrated on build­ 
ing up Russia and, although en 
f ar aging ( r n munM parties else 
where, tried no military adven­ 
tures In quest of new real estate, 
There was a good reason for 
not 
trying 
any 
grabs in 
those 
years: The rest of the world might 
have struck back, destroying both 
him and Russian communism at 
the Dime time. 
He made his move when Ger­ 
many was collapsing, his armies

lites, rammed communism down 
their throats. 
Now they serve Russia a double
